CHAIRMAN BRADY SUBMITS A 
“SWAN SONG” RESIGNATION, 


RETIRES FOR HARMONY’S SAKE. 


His Withdrawal <Actcepted and the 
Work of Reorganization Tackled 
in Executive Session. 


Chairman Cook called the joint meeting 
of the sub-committee and the Democratic 
City Central Committee to order in parlor 
B of the Planters’ House at 11 o'clock Sat- 
urday morning. He announced that the 
City Committee was called to meet for the 
purpose of discussing the reorganization of 
the party in St. Louis. He said that the 
sub-committee had been considering the 
eubject for several days and that the unan- 
imous opinion of the majority of the party 
seemed to be that a reorganization should 
be effected along the line of some precinct 
plan. 

Chairman Cock asked for opinions from 
the City Committeemen on the question. 

Before any one made reply, Ben Brady, 
member of the City Committee, offered a 
motion that the proceedings be conducted 
in executive session. There were a half 
dozen seconds to the motion, and it was 
carried unanimously. 

A large number of local Democrats who 
had congregated to hear the proceedings 
were compelled to leave the room and cool 
their heels in the corridor. 

The first important matter that came up 
in the executive session was when Chair- 
man Hugh J. Brady arose and tendered his 
resignation in writing, as follows: 


ST. LOUIS, Mo., Jan. 23, 1897. 
To the Members of the Democratic City 

Central Committee: 

Gentlemen—I beg leave to present to 
you herewith my resignation as Chair- 
man of your honorable body, to take ef- 
fect immediately. 

This resignation is presented for the 
reason that I do not wish to be a cause 
of dissension in the local Democracy. I 
have been recklessly accused of many 
things. I have been investigated at 
length, and-I have been vindicated by 
the investigators, although persona] ene- 
mies continue to repeat all the accusa- 
tions that have been disproved. 

I do not wish the office longer. I have 
had all the honor it carries with it. I 
have received all the blame, to which I 
Was not entitled. I have done my best 
for the party, and perhaps for that rea- 
s0n I did not contribute much to the in- 
terests of certain individuals, In the in- 
terest of a harmonious party, I wish to 
retire. 

What the Democracy of St. Louls 
wishes is victory. It can only be vic- 
torious through having peace within its 
ranks. It seems to me that by my with- 
drawal peace will be promoted. I have 
given up my time for the party; I now 
git up my place for its best interests. 

retire vindicated of every slander. 

In conclusion, I have to say only that I 
have no regret for the loss of the place 
that I resign, I do regret to sever rela- 
tions with you that haveat all 
times been very pleasant. I wish > 
to thank you for the counsel and 
assistance you gave me during a cam- 
paign that ended in defeat in name, but 
victory in fact. I will be found always 
doing my best in the ranks just as I 
tried to do it as Chairman. Very 
truly, HUGH J. BRADY.

When the burglars and footpads started 
their carnival of crime last fall there was 
great arming and preparation for safety 
made among the house-holders in the West 
Iend residence districts. 

One of those who prepared for burglari- 
ous invasion was Wm. T. Bobbitt, the piano 
man at 1114 Olive. Heowns a handsome resi- 
dence at 4331 Page avenue. 

Mr. Bobbitt felt reasonably safe, for Chief 
Harrigan lives but a block away, and that 
section of the city is well supplied with po- 
lice. But when the house next to the Chief’s 
was entered Mr. Bobbitt concluded that the 
mighty Chieftain’s presence was not suffi- 
cient protection. Therefore he had his 
house, stable and rear gate equipped with 
electric devices which were supposed to cre- 
ate all kinds of disturbance whenever a 
suspicious character approached the prem- 
ises. 

Each door and window in the house and 
stable had a bell attached. There was a 
bell guarding the mat upon the stoop, and 
the janitor was forced to turn a switch be- 
fore he opened the furnace, or else bring 
the head of the house, armed to the teeth, 
into the basement. 

All of the wires centered in Mr. Bobbitt’s 
room and connected with a large fire gong 
over the head of his bed. Mr. Bobbitt slept 
with a shotgun under his pillow and a 
horse-pistal on a table near at hand. He 
also purchased two flerce bulldogs and was 
ready to stand a siege. 

All of the arrangements for the protec- 
tion of the house being completed, Mr. Bob- 
bitt invited a few friends around to inspect 
the alarm system. Judge Claiborne, Chief 
Harrigan and Chief Desmond were in the 
party. They declared the system perfect. 

‘Best on earth,’’ said Mr. Bobbitt. ‘‘The 
man who robs this place is a daisy and a new 
brand of the flower at that. I would just 
like to see him, that’s all.”

Bobbitt did not see him. He did not know 
that he had entertained a nocturnal visitor 
until Friday morning. Then, upon aris- 
ing, he noticed the pockets of his clothing 
had been rifled. A gold watch and $26.85 in 
cash were missing. 80 was a new suit of 
clothes, but a handsome diamond gtud in 
his shirt had not been touched, 


Mr. Bobbitt went to his wife's room. Mrs. 
Bobbitt wag sleeping peacefully. Her bu- 
reau and closet had been carefully 
searched. Upon a@ dressing case, in plain 
view, were fully $1,000 worth of diamonds 
and other jewels. Mrs. Bobbitt’s sister 
had worn the gems on the night before. 
She had returned late from @ ball and had 
placed the jewels upon the dressing case 
before retiring to her own chamber, How 
the burglars had chanced to Overlook them, 
or why they had not taken them if they did 
see them, is a mystery.

Now Debating With Himself as to 
Whether He Will Accept the 
Place or Not. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 23.—An informal offer 
of the Treasury portfolio has been made by 
President-elect McKinley to Lyman J. Gage, 
president of the First National Bank of this 
city. Mr. Gage admits that a represen‘a- 
tive of thé President-elect has visited him 
to learn if he would accept. He said: 

“I have been called on by some one from 
President-elect McKinley, and the offer was 
made to me informally. It is true I have 
been visited, but in no sense can the. offer 
he regarded as formal. When I was called 
on it was to find out how I would consider 
the offer, and the inference was given ine 
that President-elect McKinley wished to 
know what my position would be.”’ 

He said further that he was undecided 
whether to accept or not, being divided be- 
tween public and private duty. 

A meeting of the directors of the First 
National Bank, of which Lyman J. Gage 
is President, was held to-day to decide as 
to whether the business of the institution 
would permit Mr. Gage’s withdrawal to 
accept the Treasury portfolio in President- 
elect McKinley’s Cabinet should the place 
be offered him. Some opposition to Mr. 
Gage’s aceptance developed, but it was fin- 
ally decided to leave the matter entirely 
to Mr. Gage. When interviewed on the 
maiter Mr. Gage said that he had not yet 
decided upon his course, but that he would 
da so during the day. 

Mr. Gage is a prominent goldbug Demo- 
crat, and voted for Cleveland in the Cleve- 
land-Harrison campaign. He was born in 
Madison County, New York, June 28, 1836. In 
1855 he came to Chicago. He has been in the 
banking business all his life, gradually ris- 
ing from one position to another. He has 
been with the First National Bank since 
1868, and July 1, 1891, became its president. 
He has been president of the American 
Bankers’ Association.

RESOLUTION ADOPTED. | 


The Attorney General Called On to Tell 
What He Has Done and 
His Authority.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2,—Saturday’s ees. 
Sions of the Senate are so unusual that 
there was a meager attendance at the open- 
ing of the session to-day. An agreement 
was reached at the outset that after 12:30 
the day would be given to private pension 
bills and other minor bills on the calendar. 
This assured a cessation of the debate of 
the Nicaragua cana] bill and the protest of 
Minister Rodriguez, as the agreement con- 
templated laying aside that question when 
it should be reached in the regular order, at 
2 o'clock. 

In the brief interval before taking up the 
minor bills, Mr, Allen (Pop., Neb.) secured 
the adoption of the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the Attorney-General be 
and he is hereby directed w inform the Sen- 
ate whether he has entered into an agree- 
ment or stipulation with what is commonly 
known as the pore eee Committee of 
the Union Pacific ilway re ting the 
foreclosure of the Government lien thereon 
and the amount, if any such agreement or 
stipulation has been made, said Reorganiza- 
tion Committee is to bid in the event of tne 
foreclosure of said lien; and also send to the 
Senate the full text of such agreement or 
stipulation, together with the names of the 
persons comprising the Reorganization Com- 
mittee, as well as the authority he may have 
for beginning such foreclosure proceedings, 
+ ae into any such agreement or 6tip- 

ation.” 

The Senate then turned to the calendar 
and passed a number of bills.

Mr. Morgah (Dem.) of Alabama secured 
recognition at this point and presented a 
resolution requesting of the President all 
correspondence relating to the Nicaragua 
Canal since 1887, between the United States 
and any Minister or representative of Nicar- 
agua.

The Senate has passed the bill reclassify- 
ing the salaries of railway postal clerks, The 
classes are from one to ten, and the pay 
from $800 to $1,300. 

The bill was passed authorizing a railroad 
bridge across the Iilinols River, within five 
miles above Grafton, Il.

More Evidence Concerning Second- 
Class Mail Matter. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The Senate 
Committee on Post-offices and Post Roads 


resumed its hearing on the Loud second- 
class mail bill to-day, Orville J. Victor, 
Chairman of a New York committee of 
publishers, being the first to be heard. He 
said that the bill was in the interest of the 
express companies and opposed to the iIn- 
terest of the public, which demands ¢ 
and cheap literature. Mr. Victor called 
attention to the large amount of Govern- 
ment matter which is carried free which 
would, he said, go far towards accountin 
for the Post-office Department deficit, an 
created a general laugh at the expense of 
the committee by reading a newspaper ex- 
tract characterizing most of this matter as 
“Congressional buncombe.”’ 

John Elderkin of the New York Ledger 
claimed that under the proposed law such 
pepers as the Ledger would be excluded 
rom the privilege of belng entered ag sec- 
ond-class mail matter. 

Mr. 8. 8S. McClure addressed himself es- 
pecially to Senator Chandler's proposed 


amendments to the Loud bill. He assert- 
ed that one of these, that referring to dis- 
. tribution through the news agencies, would 
have the effect of requiring publishers of 
magazines to organize their own system of 
distribution and thus both increase the coast 
as well as decrease the circulation of their 
publications. Any addition to the cost 
would render it impossible to publish ten- 
cent magazines. Oo advance the price of 
Magazines to fifteen cents would be to cut 
circulation in half. 

Senator Chandler said he did not propose 
to press his amendment, 

Mr. J. 8. Ogilvie denied the assertion 
which had been made at the meeting last 
Saturday that some of his publications were 
indecent. He asserted that the Government 
was under an implied contract with the 
publishers to maintain present rates. 

Yates Hickey of the American Railway 
Literary Association favored the bill. 

David Williams, proprietor of the New 
York Iron Age, submitted a written argu- 
ment in favor of the bill. 

Senator Chandler stated that the hearings 
would close next Saturday.

BILLS INCUBATING. 


OTHER 


Some Energetic Sandbagging Expected 
on Race Track and Oleomar- 
garine Measures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, IL, Jan, 23.—Among the 
many bills now in course of incubation and 
that will be introduced in the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature are two that will 
cause a warm fight. The first cne is that 
of Representative Anderson (Rep.) of Hen- 
derson, and is intended to do away with all 
“fusion” between political parties. The bill 
prohibits a candidate from having his name 
on any ballot more than once, and under 
but one party name or appellation. 

The large Republican majority in the pres- 
ent Assembly is expected to pull the bil! 
through. That there is trouble ahead, how- 
ever, is manifested by several Republican 
Representatives and Senators, from the fact 
that their election was brought about by this 
same ‘“‘fuston.’’ They come from districts 
so very close that a coalition with elther 
Prohibitionists, Populists or some _ third 
party, was absolutely necessary for their 
election, and a ‘‘fusion’’ was had. From 
these members will come the support of the 
Democrats generally against the bill, and 
its future result will make a pretty fight in 
both branches of the Legislature. 

The other bill is one introduced by Rep- 
resentative Andrus (Rep.) of Cherry Valley, 
and provides that counties may erect monu- 
ments to their dead soldiery, and levy a tax 
of one mill on the dollar, the monument to 
be under the control of the Board of County 
Supervisors, Thisis a Grand Army bill, and 
will be lobbied through by the old vets. 
It will create a warm fight, as many mem- 
bers do not believe it should be enacted. 

Representative Allen (Rep.) of Vermillion 
has a bill providing that a woman shall 
be allowed not less than $500 of personal 
property and making a classification of the 
articles which she shall be entitled to 
keep. The bill is believed to be a good one 
and will dowbtless be enacted. 

The race-horse people will be here in full 
force just as soon as the various committees 
are announced by Speaker Curtis, which will 
be about next Friday, and will have their 
measures introduced for passage. Several 
bills are being incubated, among which are 
two providing that racing shall be lawful 
upon any and all tracks. Another one, more 
conservative, is similar to the notorious 
Humphrey bill of the Thirty-ninth General 
Assembly, and provides for sixty days’ 
racing within ineclosed grounds. These 
measures will have strong lobbies and no 
means will be spared for their enactment. 
The oppositidn to these bills will be the 
regular racing tracks in the State. This 
class has declared war upon all skate horses 
and outlawed tracks and will fight all bills 
that tend toward protecting the outlaws. 

Another oleomargarine and filled cheese 
bill is being prepared by a Chicago Repre- 
sentative, which, it is stated, has a good 
sized slush fund behind it. The commission 
men will fight the bill. 

It is not believed that the notorious gas 
frontage bill will be attempted again this 
session. If it does the lobby in favor of it 
will be a strong one. 

It is generally conceded that many sand- 
bagging measures are near at hand and 
will be introduced at the first favorable op- 
portunity.

in September last. 

A little over a year ago Lewis Herbert 


Wyckoff, assistant superintendent of the 
(Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., and Miss 
Mabel Jackson, daughter of Chas. P. Jack- 
son, a well-known artist of this city, were 
united in marriage. Mr. Wyckoff located 
here about three years prior ‘to that time, 
coming from Norwalk, this State, where 
his parents reside. He was a young man 
of good family connections, being related 
to some of the best people in this section of 
the State. The wedding was a very swell 
affair, notable for the attendance of people 
of prominence in -social and official life, 
among the members of tthe Legislature who 
were present being Hon. L. C. Laylin, 
Speaker of the Ohio House of Representa- 
tives, who is an uncle of Mr. Wyckoff. 

Three months after the marriage Mr. 
Wyckoff left his office one day, presumably 
to go to his residence, and from that time 
until to-day no trace of him could be ob- 
tained. He dropped out of sight as com- 
pletely as though the earth had opened and 
engulfed him. He was apparently in his 
usual excellent health; his accounts with 
the insurance company were found correct; 
his domestic relations were exceptionally 
happy and there could consequently be no 
cause assigned for his mysterious disap- 
pearance except the theory that he had been 
foully dealt with. He was known to have 
had about $1,000 on his person when he left 
the office. The money was his own, how- 
ever, and even had it not been no suspicion 
would have arisen that he would have run 
away for the purpose of possessing himself 
of so insignificant a sum of anyone else’s 
money. 

Mrs. Wyckoff was, of course, heart-broken 
over the affair. She remarked at the time 
that one of two things had happened to her 
husband—he had either been murdered, or 
had suddenly and unaccountably lost his 
mental equilibrium and wandered away. The 
latter conjecture proved to be the true one. 
Mr. Wyckoff, while suffering from a sudden 
attack of what is known to medical science 
as mental asphasia, left the city and start- 
ed for the West, without, of course, any 
definite purpose. His memory was a com- 
plete blank from the moment he left his 
office. He went toa railway depot, bought 
a ticket for Chicago and boarded an outgo- 
ing train.

) FORECLOSE 
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GOVERNMENT’S INITIAL STEP 
AGAINST THE UNION PACIFIC 


GRANTED IN CHAMBERS. 


Judge Sanborn Entertained « Motion 
of Gen. Cowin, the Govern- 
ment’s Attorney, Friday Night. 


The United States Government will at 
once begin suit to foreclose its lien upon the 
Union Pacific Railway system. Permission 
to sue the receiver of the company was 
granted the Government by Circuit Judge 
Sanborn Friday night, and the suit will be 
instituted at Omaha, Neb., as soon as the 
papers can be filed. 

This is the first step taken by the Gov- 
ernment in this matter, which has occupied 
the attention of both branches of Congress 
for over twenty-five years. From now on 
the litigation will be pushed as rapidly as 
possible until the tangled affairs of the con- 
cern are straightened out. 

The permission to bring the suit referred 
to was granted by Judge Sanborn in his 
rooms at the Southern Hotel at 9 o’clock 
Friday night. 

Those present were: Gen. J. C. Cowin of 
Omaha, representing the Government; 
Judge W. R. Kelly of Omaha, representing 
the receivers of the company, and Wins- 
low 8S. Pierce of New York City, represent- 
ing the Reorganization Committee. All of 
these gentlemen had arrived in St. Louis 
Friday for the purpose of arranging for 
Judge Sanborn’'s order. They were an ex- 
tremely discreet trio, and no one in the 
city had the least idea of thelr object un- 
til it had been agcomplished. 

The application for permission to sue oc- 
cupied but a few minutes. It was merely 
a formal proceeding, as the practice of the 
United States Courts prevents suits 
being brought against concerns in 
receivers’ hands without the per- 
mission of the Court. The en- 
tire transaction did not consume over fif- 
teen minutes. It was all arranged for in 
advance. 

Now the Government will bring suit 
against the receivers, 8S. H. H. Clark, Oliver 
W. Mink, E. Ellery Anderson, Frederic R. 
Coudert and John W. Doane. 

Judge Sanborn’s permission to sue was 
qualified by the statement that the Govern- 
ment must enter an appearance in the suit 
brought against the railway company by 
the trustees for the first mortgage bond- 
holders. This was agreed to and the-ap- 
pearance entered by Gen. Cowin. 

The Government is the holder of the sec- 
ond mortgage bonds of the Union division 
of the Union Pacific, extending from Og- 
den, Utah, to Council Bluffs, Io., a distance 
of 1,043 miles. The total debt of the com- 
pany to the Government is over $45,000,000. 
and it is upon this debt that the foreclosure 
proceeding is brought. 


HARMON’S STATEMENT. 


Particulars of the Deal With the Re- 
organization Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—Attorney- 
General Harmon gave out the following 
statement of the agreement with the reor- 
ganization committee of the Union Pacific 
Railway last evening: 

Upon the defeat of the funding bill in the 
House the President directed the Attorney- 
General to begin foreclosure prvoceedings 
against the Union Pacific Railroad Co., first 
making the best arrangements obtainable 
for the protection of the Government inter- 
ests. Following the lines indicated in his 
last report, the Attorney-General began ne- 
gotiations with the reorganization commit- 
tee. On Thursday an agreement was made 
agg will result in immediate steps to fore- 
close. 

The chief subject of the negotiations was 
the protection of the Government against 


'the risk of sacrifice of its claim by a sale 


at a price which would leave nothing sub- 
stantial after paying prior liens. This pro- 
tection is now assured by a guarantee that 
the Government shall receive on its lien on 
the aided portions of the Union Pacific and 
Kansas Pacific lines, including the sinking 
fund, not less than $45,754,000. The sale will 
be public, so that the Government will re- 
ceive the benefit of any higher bids up to 
the full amount of its claim, principal and in- 
terest. 

The sum of four and a half million dol- 
lars cash was on Thursday deposited with 
the United States Trust Co. of New York by 
Gen. Louis Fitzgerald, chairman of the com- 
mittee, as security, according to the terms 
of the agreement. The committee agree to 
bid par for the sinking fund, if it is desired 
to sell it at any time before the foreclosure 
sale. 

Bills in equity have been prepered, signed 
by the Attorney General and Hon, George 
Hoadly, special counsel, and forwarded 
to St. Lou‘s,. where they will be presented 
to Judge Sanborn, who has jurisdiction in 
all the districts and whose consent to ther 
filing is necessary because the receivers ‘n 
charge of the property are made parties de- 
fendant. 

They are original bills @md not cross bills 
in the pending suits. Whether they will 
proceed as independent bills or be ordered 
to stand as cross bills in the pending suits 
will be determined by the judge, but in 
either event the result will be practically the 
same, viz.: The sale of the property under 
the Government's lien as well as under that 
The bills will be filled 
in the districts of lowa, Nebraska, Wyo- 
m ng, Colorado and Utah. Separate bills for 
the foreclosure of the lien on the Kansas Fa. 
cific are in course of preparation. These 
will be filed in Missouri and Kansas. 

The proposed arrangement was submitted 
to the Government directors before it was 
closed. They all recommended its adoption. 
The'r general opinion was thus expressed: 

“The Government cannot prudently longer 
defer the settlement of this matter. The 
Union Pacific system has already been much 
curtailed and its revenues have been per- 
manently reduced. Reorganizations of al- 
lied and neighboring properties have either

WANTS INFORMATION CONCERN- 
ING THE STATE BANKS. 


ADDRESSED TO GOVERNORS. 


Recommends Uniformity in Reports to 
Some State Officer for Use by 
the Government. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Mr. Eckels, the 
Comptroller of the Currency, has sent the 
following letter to the Governors of all the 
States, relative to State banks: 

“T have the honor to direct your attention 
to the act of Congress passed in 1873, incor- 
porated into the revised statutes of the 
United States as section 333, authorizing the 
Comptroller of the Currency to incorporate 
in his annual report to Congress in addition 
to specific information relative to national 
banks, ‘a statement exhibiting under appro- 
priate heads the resources and liabilities and 


conditions of the banks, banking companies 
and savings banks organized under the 
laws of the several States and Territories, 
such information to be obtained by the 
Comptroller from the reports made by such 
banks, banking companies and savings 
banks to the Legislatures or officers of the 
different States and Territories, and where 
such reports cannot be obtained, the defi- 
ciency to be supplied from such other au- 
thentic sources as may be available.’ 

“Since that date and in compliance with 
‘his provision of law, reports issued from 
this bureau have contained all possible in- 
formation obtainable, in respect of the con- 
dition of banks and banking institutions. 
As you are doubtless aware, there is no 
other off.cer of the United States charged 
by law with the duty of collecting and pub- 
lishing bank statistics and it is therefore 
necessary that she Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency shall have the required, information, 
and in order that the most satisfactory re- 
sults may be obtained that the data shall 
be compiled approx:mately, at least, from 
reports of same date. There are a number 
of States which make no provision for the 
submission of reports from banks and bank- 
ers ‘to any public officer of the State, others 
which provide merely for an annual report 
of resources and liabilities of incorporated 
banking institutions, and still others which 
provide for the compilation and publica- 
tion of quite complete returns, but too late 
in the year for use by this bureau, in the 
current reports; eonsequently, in such in- 
stances, the information is not available un- 
til about a year after its receipt. 

“In order that uniformity in time and 


the honor to suggest that the attention of 
the Legislature of your State be called to 
the subject,.and that it be requested to en- 
act such legislation as will result in the 
submissicn to a designated public official 
of the State of reports of condition by all 
banks, banking institutions and orivese 
banks doing business in your State at the 
same dates on which national banks are 
required to make their reports to the Comp- 
troller of the Currency. Provision should 
also be made for the prompt tabulation and 
publication of these returns. ~ 

‘TIT inclose for your information forms for 
reports of condition and of dividends and 
earnings furnished to national banks by this 
bureau, and suggest that similar forms he 
adopted and used by State banks and bank- 
ers. A copy of my last annual report to 
Congress, containing a compilation of the 
national bank act, and a digest of national 
bank decisions, together with other infor- 
mation of interest regarding foreign and 
domestic systems of banking, has been ad- 
dressed to you. 

“T trust that at the earliest practicable 
date you will give this matter careful con- 
sideration and make such specific reom- 
mendations to your Legislature on the sub- 
ject as will result in the enactment of laws 
whereby the Comptroller of the Currency 
may fully comply with the act of Congres; 
hereinbefore quoted.’”’

WAS LOCKED UP 


HER FATHER WANTS HER RUN 
OUT OF TOWN. 


CHARGED WITH SOLICITING. 


Daughter of an Olive Street Dentist 
Was an All-Night Prisoner at 
the Four Courts, 


Miss Louise Murray, the young, pretty and 
accomplished daughter of Dr. Alexander 
Murray, dentist at 1006 Olive street, was a 
prisoner all of last night at the Four Courts, 
charged with ,being an immoral character

She is 20 years old, has been well educated 
and does not leok to be the sort of young

I told 
him my troubles and he sympath zed.

1 
have been living there since then, and he 
has been supporting me. I have never re- 
ceived the visite of any other men and I fee;

When the reporter called at the third floor 
of 107 North Ninth street, a colored woman, 
with a white turban about her head, opened 
the door.

THE SPITTING NUISANCE. 


Further Action to Be Taken by the 
New Yoerk Board of Health. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—Though many phy- 
sicians resent the order of the Board of 
Health in regard to patients suffering from 
consumption, the board will not recede from 
its position. President Wilson said that 


the whole purpose of the board had been 
misunderstood. 

“The action of the board,” he said, ‘‘in 
requiring that all patients suffering from 
tuberculosis should be reported was taken 
merely four statistical reasons. As every 
reputable physician knows, consumption is 
not a contagious disease, and is communi- 
cable only through the sputum of its vic- 
tims. However, as it is infectious in this 
way, it was the intention to get the exact 
Statistics regarding its prevalence in this 
city, and in such a manner as to be able to 
know where the sufferers live and what 
Sanitary conditions surround them. There 
has not been, and there is not, any inten- 
tion on our part to harass victims or make 
them in the slightest degree any more un- 
comfortable than they are.”’ 

Early next week a corps of inspectors and 
detectives will ride up and down and 
across in’ the street cars and on the 
elevated trains of the city, seeking for viola- 
tors of the provision of the sanitary code 
prohibiting spitting on the floors of 
street cars and other public conveyances. 
These inspectors and detectives will be 
clothed with discretionary power and will 
make arrests only when in their judgment 
the offense is flagrant and the prosecution 
of the offender will serve as an object les- 
son. 

The offense is a misdemeanor punishable 
by fine or imprisonment, or both.

ALEX. MORRIS ASSAULTED BY A 
BRIDGE COLLECTOR. 


TIME ON A TRAIN. 


EXCITING 


There Was Trouble Over a Mileage 
Ticket and Collector Dunlop 
Drew a Revolver. 


Will Dunlop, the bridge collector, who at- 
tempted to kill Alexander Morris, a well- 
known live stock man, on a Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern train. Friday night, was 
suspended Saturday morning pending an in- 
vestigation. ' 

The order of suspension was issued by 
Dunlop’s brother, Edward Dunlop, superin- 
tendent of the bridge collectors for the Ter- 
minal Association. 


The fight which led to Dunlop’s suspen- 
sion occurred on an accommodation train 


as it was crossing the Ead’s bridge, east- 
bound, Friday evening. 

Morris was on his way to his home at 
Lebanon, Ill. The trouble started as soon 
as the collector entered the car in which 
Morris and his brother were sitting, and it 
continued fast and furious until the train 
crossed the bridge. There was a second fight 
at the Relay Station, in East St. Lou's. 

The trouble began by Dunlop confiscating 
Morris’ mileage ticket Thursday n.ght. 
Morris’ son, Herbert, presented the ticket 
Thursday night. The tickets are not trane- 
ferrable and collectors have instructions to 
take them up if presented by anyone except 
the purchaser. When young Morr's offered 
his father’s fifty-mile ticket in payment for 
a ride across the bridge, Dunlop kept the 
ticket and made him put up cash for his 
ride. The collector and the boy had some 
words. 

Friday night Mr. Morris boarded the train 
with Kis brother. When Dunlop entered the 
car Morris asked him why he had taken up 
his ticket. Dunlop answered that he had 
forfeited the ticket by violating a rule of the 
company. 

Both men became angry. The car was 
filled with people and in a short time there 
was a crowd of excited men around the col- 
lector and the passenger. 

Accounts differ as to who struck the first 
blow. Within three minutes after the quar- 
rel began Morris and Dunlop were rolling 
about the floor of the car and hammering 
each other’s faces with their clenched fists. 

The collector made a move to draw his 
revolver, but Morris’ brother was too quick 
for him. He grabbed the collector’s weapon 
and threw it to whe other end of the car. 

When the men were separated the train 
wag pulling into East St. Louis. Both com- 
batants were bloody. 

When the train stopped at the Relay Sta- 
tion, Dunlop went into the car again and 
there was another fight. The collector said 
that he had lost some money from his 
pocket in the fight and he accused some one 
in the stock yards party of naveg taken it. 

He also wanted his revolver back and 
was looking for more trouble with Morris. 
He found it. Morris battered his face for 
him, finishing up the job he commenced on 


the bridge. 

Dunlop stayed with his man until the 
train pulled out. Then he told his troubles 
to an East St. Louis detective, who advised 
him to swear out a warrant for Morris and 
put a leech on his right eye. 

Superintendent Dunlop is investigating the 
matter, but has not reached a conclusion 
as to who is to blame. Dunlop is known as 
Dunny about the Relay Station and is con- 
sidered quiet and inoffensive. 


WEYLER'S DANGER. 


Insurgents Make a Bold Attempt to 
Capture Him and Almost 
Succeed. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—A special to the 
Herald from Havana says: 

Ten of Gen, Weyler’s personal escort, 
Cuban guides, arrived here Tuesday night, 
seriously wounded with machete thrusts. 
Several have died since. Eight members of 
the same corps, all wounded, reached Hav- 
ana Wednesday morning. From their ac- 


counts it is clear that early Tuesday morn- 
ing the rebels under Aranguren and Arargo 
made a bold attempt to capture the Cap- 
tain General, which was nearly crowned 
with success. 

Gen. Weyler, on Monday night, reached 
Gopaste, on the road toward Matanzas 
Province. A corps of guides was sent for- 
ward to reconnoiter, Gen. Weyler with the 
main Span.sh column, under Col. Segura, 
halting some distance outside the v.llage. 

The insurgents, at the command of their 
leaders, Aranguren and Arango, had con- 
cealed themselves in the houses in the town, 
Their plans were well lad, and in all prob- 
ability Weyler would now be a prisoner of 
war but for a mischance. While the Span- 
ish scouts were engaged in the reconnalis- 
ance, a gun in the insurgent strongho.d was 
accidentally discharged, giving the alarm to 
the royal troope. 

Before the Spanish advance guard recov- 
ered from their surpr.se the rebels, seeing 
that their plan had miscarried, rushed from 
their places of concealment and attacked 
the Spaniards with great fury, inflicthhg ee- 
vere loss in their res.stiess onslaught. So 
bold, in fact, was the insurgent co'umn 
that it pureued the rapidly retreating Span- 
iards to a point almost within range of the 
troops in Gen. Weyler’s main body, and 
easily within the compass of a field glass. if 
the Captain General had cared to inspect the 
dispersal of Hts own solders. 

Capt.-Gen. Weyler spent Wednesday night 
in Geimas, and, according to off. cial reports 
from there he expected to enter Matanzas 
Friday. 


GUNBOAT DESTROYED. 


Cubans Capture the Cometa and Her 
Crew and Burn the Ship. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Jan. 23.—The Spanish 
gunboat Cometa has been captured and 
burned by the insurgents, according to ad- 
vices from Havana received here. The 
Cometa has been accustomed to anchor at 
night off Sierra Morena, which was favor- 
able for an attack from shore. Tuesday 
night the insurgents opened on the vessel 
with a 12-pound Hotchkiss gun. While the 
crew was in confusion, boats loaded with 
insurgents left the shore and the Cometa 
was boarded. A desperate hand-to-hand 
fight took place. The Cubans used the 
machete with deadly effect, and finally aft- 
er the Spanish commander and half his 
men had been killed the survivors surren- 
dered. The insurgents sent the prisoners 
ashore, and then looted the vessel. obtain- 


cutlasses and pistols and a few rifles. Two 
quick-firing cannons,which the gunboat car- 
ried, were also removed. The insurgents 
then fired the boat, which was soon burned 
to the water's edge.

URUAN INCIDENT. 


Venezuela Pays Indemnity and the 
Post Is Discontinued. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 23.—By direc- 
tion of Lord Salisbury the military post of 


the Uruan, in British Guiana, which led to 
acute trouble with Venezuela, has been dis- 
continued. An Indian st-holder has been 
substituted for the police garrison, in obe- 
dience to directions from the Colonial Office 
in London, and one of the greatest thorns 
in Venezuela's side is thereby removed. 

The colonists are philosophical over the 
set-back and claim that the Indianholder 
will constitute as effective a maintainer of 
their territoral title as the soldiers, who will 
not be exposed to the frequently fatal ma- 
larial influences of the locality. 


LONDON, Jan. 23.—The Times’ corre- 
spondent at Georgetown, British Guiana. 
says: ‘‘Venezuela has paid an .ndemnity of 
1,500 pounds for the Uruan outrage. I am 
unable to say whether this sum represents 
the total incor. 

The Uruan incident grew out of the ar- 
rest of William Alfred Harrison, a British 
Guiana Government official, and a party 
who were making a survey for a road on 
Acarabisi Creek, by an armed Venezuelan 
force, who claimed that he was on British 
territory. The British party were taken un- 
der arrest to El Dorado, but were subse- 
quently released. 


GUANABACOA HORRORS. 


Spanish Soldiers Publicly Desecrate the 
Corpse of a Cuban. : 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—A Tampa, Fia., 
special says: Carlos Anilles, a well-known 
literary man and a Cuban by birth, died 
Sunday at Guanabacoa. The funeral proces- 


sion, on Monday, was stopped by a mob of 
Spanish soldiers, who broke open the coffin, 
took out the corpse and, after brutally hand- 
ling and beating it with their muskets and 
swords, threw it into the street and forbade 
the mourners to take it up. The people dis- 
persed in fear of their lives, but some hours 


recovered the body and buried it. 

The bodies of three school girls who dis- 
appeared last week were found Tuesday, on 
the outskirts of Guanabacoa, mutilated and 
with hardly a shred of clothing upon them, 
Dogs had partly eaten them, 


ARBITRATION TREATY. 


The United States May Next Make Ona 
With France. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—A dispatch to the 
Journal from Paris says: Great interest is 
manifested in France over the question of 
making an arbitration treaty with the Uni- 
ted States, similar to that between the 
Amrerican Republic and Great Britain, 
which is now before the United States Sen- 


ate. 

Information on the subject is likely to be 
given at an early day, as Levi Mirman, a 
member of the Chamber of Deputies, has 
announced that he will question M. Hano- 
taux, Minister of Foreign Affairs, as to 
what negotiations are being carried on with 
the United States looking to the conclusion 
of a treaty. A high official of the Foreign 
Office said to me: 

‘Negotiations have not been initiated, but 
such an event has been taken into consider- 
ation since the publication of the Anglo- 
American treaty. In fact, the gree rela- 
tions which have always existed between 
the two Republics render a solution of the 
question easy.”’ 


FIGHT WITH YAQUIS. 


Indian Raiders in Mexico Dispersed 
and Slain. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mex., Jan. 23.—At Rosales, 
east of here,in the heart of the Sierra Madre 
range, a large force of rural guarde had a. 


battle with a band of Yaqui Indians, who 
had started out on their winter raids of pil- 
lage and murder against the farmers and 
miners of that section. 

The Indians had already murdered all the 
members of two families and were about to 
make a ra'd and ap attempt to sack the 
v.llage of Rosales, when the force of rural 
guards or State troops arrived at the place 
in response to a méssage and made the at- 
tack on the Indians. The fight was a des- 
perate one and resulted in twelve Indians 
and five soldiers be'ng killed. 


FAMINE IN RHODESIA. 


Natives Are Devouring the Carcasses 
of Diseased Cattle. 


LONDON, Jan. 23.—A Cape Town dis- 
patch to the Daily Mail says that reports 
have been received there that famine exists 
in Rhodesia. Thousands of terribly ema- 
ciated native women besiege the native offl- 
cialis at Buluwayo, clamoring piteously for 


food. The natives are flocking to Buluwayo 
and exhuming the carcasses of cattle which 
died from rinderpest, and which were bur- 
ied six months ago. They devour these, and 
as a con-:equence a terrible mortality pre- 
vails among them. 


SLAP AT ENGLAND. 


Russian Journal’s Taunt in the Matter 
of Turkey. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 23.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from St. Petersburg says: The 
Novoe Vremya, commenting upon Lora

A Liverpool cable says English millers who 
loaded’ up on Danubian wheat are disgusted, as it 
doés hot make good flour and is not comparable 
with American wheat.

: ve sero in the winter wheat States. There are 
light snows in the Northwest. The cold weather 
following the mild its exciting some fears for 
wheat, but the weather is admirable for curing 
corn and increasing the movement. 

The spectal correspondent of the Northwestern 
Miller at Buenos Ayres estimates the surplus of 
wheat available for export from Argentine as be- 
fing between 86.000,000 and 45,000,000 bu. Tle 
states also that the damage to the crop by locusts 
was not nearly so great as was thought at first. 
There is no lack of hands this year to gather the 
crop quickly and save it from the effects of any 
bad weather.

THEIR WITS ARE GONE. 


Austin Bidwell Says His Pals Are In- 
capable of the Fair Will Forgery. . 


Austin Bidwell, the gentleman who, quar- 
ter of a century ago, relieved the Bank of 
England of 5,000,000 pounds, is worried over 
news from Chicago that his colleagues in 
that famous enterprise, Edwin Noyes Hill 
and George F. McDonald, are under arrest 
charged with complicity in the forging of 
the will of the late Senator James G, Fair. 

The men were arrested Friday. Bidwell 
says the police attempt to connect them 
with the crime is foolish. 

‘“MeDonald and Noyes are mentally in- 
capable of conceiving or executing such a 
crime,” he said Saturday. ‘‘We were up 20 
years for that big job, and I was the only 
one who came out cé — mentally clear. 
Chatham jail is not like an American peni- 
tentiary. 
who were only in for 15 years, come out 
mental and physical wrecks. The Bible and 
Shakespeare saved my wits. 

“Tl have had to support Noyes since I se- 
cured his release. McDonald was a bril- 
liant scholar, and went to San Francisco, 
where he taught Greek and Latin in the 
public schools. There he met Mrs. Crav- 
ens, the beneficiary under the forged Fair 
will. Ohief Lees has had him spotted gor 
the forgery ever since. Helost his position 
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cuting Attorney had refused to issue war- 
rants, his anger knew no bounds. 


He sent several telegrams to St. Louis 
that made the lines over which they came 
fairly sizzle, so scathing were they. He 
denounced Maj. Harrigan and Col. Johnson 
for failure to do their duty and said if he 
were in St. Louis he would have them in- 
vestigated by the Grand-jury. 

In a telegram to his chief clerk he ordered 
that no licenses be issued to any saloon- 
keeper who has been arrested for non-pay- 
ment. 

Another telegram was to Martin & Bass. 
It instructed them to again make applica- 
tion to the Assistant Prosecutor for war- 
rants, and said if they were refused he 
would make it uncomfortably odious for 
that official. 

Maj. Harrigan said Saturday that he had 
read the threats and complaints of Col. Bell, 
but they had had no effect on him. 

“IT am not jooking for newspaper notoriety, 
as he always has been,’ said the Chief, 
“and decline to be drawn into a discussion. 
He is down there in Hot Springs, so full of 
hot water that he is not responsible for 
what he says.’’ 

Then Chief Harrigan took a hitch on his 
chair and smiled grimly, as he paraphrased 
Judge Peabody's observation about Judge 
Murphy. 

“Nick Bell ie a windmill, and there is no 
use in answering any of his vagaries.”’ 

Assistant Prosecut.ng Attorney Johnson is 
in Chicago. Thos. B. Estep is acting in h's 
etead. Mr. Estep said he knew nothing of 
the case, except what he had seen in the 
newspapers. 

“If I were acting independently I would 
assuredly issue the warrants when they 
were applied for,’’ said Mr. Estep. ‘‘There 

mo reason that I know of why they should 
de refused. It will be impossible for me to 
iasue any warrant In any case, however, as 
Col. Johnson left me no warrants signed, 
and he is the only person authorized to issue 
a warrant. Col. Johnson gave me no ‘in- 
structions concerning the matter.”’ 

Simon Bass of the law firm of Martin & 
Bass said he would apply for warrants 
Saturday against all saloon men who had 
not p their licenses. He said an under- 
etanding had been reached with Col. Jotn- 
eon and the warrants would be issued. 

“Warrants will be applied for against only 
those not served with police summonses,” 
said Mr. Bass. ‘“‘The cases will be divided 
between the Court of Criminal Correction 
and the Police Court. 

‘Col. Bell has ordered his clerks to refuse 
to accept pay from those saloon men who 
have been arrested for non-payment of 
license. The statute makes provision for 
this, and every man who delays payment 
until it gets into the courts will] find that 
he will be driven from the saloon busi- 


ness. 

“Col. Bell is very much in earnest in this 
matter, and has instructed us to push the 
cases to the end.”’

CHANGES IN THE 
BOHART BILL 


EX-GOV. JOHNSON SUGGESTS SUN- 
DEY ALTERATIONS. 


CLAUSE ON _ INTIMIDATION. 


It Should Be Made More Comprchen- 
sive to Afford Protection Be- 
fore Registration. 


The bill introduced in the House at Jef- 
ferson City by Representative Bohart of 
Clinton County; which is an amendment to 
the corrupt practices act, is aiming at the 
right thing, but the bill, to be effective, 
must have seVeral emendations made in it, 
according to the views of ex-Gov. Charles 
P. Johnson. ‘The bill was printed in full 
in Friday’s Post-Dispatch. 

“The Bohart bill is, on the whole, a com- 


able fight the Post-Dispatch made against 
the coercion of employes by employers dur- 
yn the late campaign,” said Gov. Johnson, 
owever, this bill should have a few 
parence eliminated or its effectiveness may 
é entirely destroyed. .Section 4 A of the 
bill giving an ye the right to absent 
himself four hours from the service of his 
employer on election day in order to vote 
and saying that his wages shall not be re. 
duced therefor, is in the spirit of the mod- 
| ern policy of the times on this subject. 
That section of the bil] is all right. 

In section 4 B of the bill it is made un- 
lawful for. any officer or agent of a corpor- 
ation ‘to. distribute literature concerning 
any question to be determined or at issue 
at an election.’ That is wrong, and should 
be stricken out of the bill. Any man has 
a perfect right to distribute literature, 
en on the street or in his factory or 

“But the most egregious error in the whole 
bill is also found in Section 4 B, where it 
reads: ‘Any violation of the provisions of 
this section by a corporation shall be deemed 
and heid as & forfeiture of its charter or 
franchise as granted or derived from the 
State as wilful misuse thereof, and such 
ootperenon shall be enjoined from trans- 
acting any business in this State.’ That 
clause is clearly in violation of the spirit 
of our Federal Constitution. By the old 
common law in England property rights 
were taken away from persons who com: 
mitted certain offenses. But to take away 
property rights as a punishment for any 
offense is a principle that has never been 
adopted.in this country. 

“For instance, there is a clause in Section 
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in ’Frisco, when his mental condition be- 
came evident. He went to Chicago and 
secured employment on a newspaper, but 
his idiosyncracies again caused his dis- 
charge. 

“For the past week he has been sending 
me checks for from $100 to $10,000 on the lead- 
ing Chicago banks, asking me to have them 
cashed. I knew he had a bad spell, and 
sent Noyes up there Thursday pight to 
have him placed in an asylum or bring him 
down here, where I could look after him, 
McDonald has been in the insane asylum 
twice since his liberation. 

‘‘Noyes must have been arrested as soon 
as he arrived in Chicago. He was never 
further West than St. Louis. I expect to 
hear of them released to-day.’ If not I shal] 
go to Chicago and look after them.”

That would be the 
taking away of a property right, and, I 
think, that clause is unconstitutional. Then, 
too, there would a great deal of fun in 
trying to enjoin a railroad corporation ‘from 
transacting business in this State.’ 

“Section 4C is a good one and | would offer 
but one suggestion to strengthen it. One 
clause reads: ‘Every individual conducting 
or carrying on any business in this State 
and thaving under his control or supervision 
or in his employ any servants, agents or 
other employes entitled to vote at any elec- 
tion in this State who shall either directly 
or indirectly or by or through any person or 
persons for him discharge or attempt to 
discharge from any ge eboney any such 
employe for reasion of the political opinion 
or belief of any such employe, or who shall 
coerce or attempt to coerce, intimidate or 
bribe any employe, etc.’ shall be adjudged 
guilty of a felony, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
penitentiary not Jess than two nor more 
than five years. I would change the phrase, 
‘entitled to vote at any election’ so as to 
read ‘entitled to register before or to vote 
at any election.’ 

“The reason I would make that change 
is to cover just the technicality that was 
raised in defense of Dugald Crawford, the 
big retail dry goods merchant of this city, 
who discharged a number of employes be- 
cause their political faith was not the same 
as his. It was contended that one man he 
discharged was not entitled to vote because 
he had not registered, and that therefore 
Mr. Crawford had not in that case dis- 
charged a qualified voter. In prosecuting 
the case I contended that Mr. Crawford 
should be punished for the intent shown in 
discharging @ man who was entitled to 
vote by every: provision of the law, but 
who had not qualified. The court decided 
that Mr. Crawford could not be held, and 
he escaped punishment on that technicality. 

“The change I suggest on this point in 
the Bohart bill would, I think, meet any 
ann a 2 that might be raised. An em- 
ployer could not then discharge a man who 


to the law. 

“With these improvements I think the 
Bohart bill would meet the requirements de- 
manded by the spirit of these times. The 
Crawford case demonstrated how easy it is 
for a wrong to be perpetrated upon an em- 
ploye, and the action of the dry goods man 
was crticised severely by the press of both 
political parties at the time. In these days 
‘it is considered wise and just that some 
restraint should be placed on employers to 
prevent them from discharging employes 
on account of political belief.”’

LINE TO FERGUSON. 


St. Louis County Road to Be Extended 
to Make City Connections. 


Within six months the suburb of Fergus- 
on will be connected with Stg_Louis by an 
electric car line, an extens of the St.

Wellston, runs out the St. Charles 
Rock road to Hunt avenue, northwest on 
Hunt to Natural Bridge road, west on Nat- 
ural Bridge road to Normandy, and then 
northwest to Ferguson. 

After the road reaches Ferguson a charter 
‘to run through that place will be granted. 
This charter will specify a 10-cent rate 
from Ferguson to the business center of 
St. Louis. 

The citizens of Ferguson have been mak- 
ing an effort ‘to secure_an electric connec- 
tion with St. Louis for some time. A 
charter was granted the St. Louis & Sub- 
urban system a year ago. It also called for 
a 10-cent rate to St. Louis, but as the rate 
to Ramona, a nearer point, was greater, 
the Suburban people did not comply. On 
this account tthe charter became void last 
November. 

The St. Louis County Railway Co, is 
under the control of the Greensfelders, M. 
B. Greensfelder being President, and J. B. 
Greensfelder, Secretary and Treasurer. The 
Greensfelders formerly owned ‘the St. Louis 
County Electric Light and Power Co. pow- 
er-house, but have sold it to the Midland 
Railway Co. They have since made ar- 
rangements ito secure the power for the new 
line from the Midland people.. 


GEN. JOHN D. STEVENSON. 


Death of an Old Soldier and Prominent 
Citizen. 


Gen. John D. Stevenson, one of the best- 
known men in St. Louis, died at his resi- 
dence, 3509 Morgan street, at 10 o’clock, 
Friday night, after an illness dating back 
to Dec. .15. 

Gen. Stevenson was born in Staunton, 


Va., June 8, 1821. He studied law and be- 
gan practice in Franklin County, Missouri, 
in 1842. In 1846 he organized a volunteer 
company and served with Gen. Kearney in 
the invasion of New Mexico and during 
the Mexican war. He returned to Missouri 
and located in St. Louis. For several terms 
he was a member of the Legislature. He 
was on the Union side during the civil 
war, and organized the Seventh Missouri 
Regiment. During the war he rose to the 
rank of Brigadier-General. 

After the war Gen. Stevenson returned to 
St. Louis and held many public offices. He

TO BE ERECTED. 


TRUSTEE SMITH P. GALT DISs.- 
CUSSES THE PLANS. 


HAS NO COLLEGE CONNECTION. 


Work on the Institution Endowed by 
Robert A. Barnes to Begin 
Early in March. 


Plans are about complete for the Barnes 
Hospital, and the trustees say that work 
on the structure will begin early in March. 

The new hospital will occupy the half 
block on the west side of Garrison avenue 
between Glasgow place and Sheridan ave- 
nue. The site selected is that of the old 
Dr. Glasgow homestead, and it ts especially 
adapted for hospital purposes. The block 
is about twenty or thirty feet higher than 
the level of Garrison avenue, and is one 


of the highest points in the city. 

The building, which will be a handsome 
one, costing more than $200,000, will be built 
from the fund left in trust for that purpose 
by the late a A. Barnes, who died in 
this city in 1892. 

Mr. Barnes left $80,000 to distant relatives, 
$60,000 to various charitable institutions in 
this city, and the rest of his large fortune, 
$1,300,000, for, he emabitenest and main- 
tenance of the Barnes Hosp : 

He designated Smith P. Galt, Richard M. 
Scruggs and Samuel M. Kenmard as the 
trustees. He left the $1,300,000 fund in their 
charge, and gave them the power to orgai- 
ize the hospital, to appoint the physicians 
and look after the conduct of the institu- 
tion. The trustees only are responsible for 
the hospital and its management. In case 
of death in the trustees the: Bishop of the 
M. E. Church, South, is authorized to name 
his successor. 

Robert A. Barnes, who has 60 richly en- 
dowed the hospital, amassed his fortune 
in St. Louis by enterprise, integrity and 
economy. He came to St. Louis many years 
ago, a lad 20 years of age. His parents died 
saving. The time to begin saving was 
thrown on his own resources. When he 
came to St. Louis the business was mainly 
on the levee, and he found employment as 
a clerk at a salary of $25 a month. 

In after years Mr. Barnes said he thought 
it was a man’s duty to gain something in 
this world. ‘This could not be done without 
saving. The time to begin saving was 
when the young man started in life. Act- 
ing on this theory Mr. Barnes saved in 
the first year, out of his $25 a month salary, 
$75. This put out at interest. The sec- 
ond year saved $112. Then he went into 
business for himself. He became one of 
the leading wholesale grocers of the West, 
and had other extensive interests. He mar- 
ried, and two sons were born to him. They 
died before reaching manhood, and Mrs. 
Barnes’ death occurred two years prior to 
her husband’s. 


While he gave liberally to the charitable 
institutions, Mr. Barnes believed that hits 
money would accomplish more good if ex- 
pended in building a hospital to relieve suf- 
fering humanity, and that was the disposi- 
tion he made of the bulk of his fortune. 

Smith P. Galt, one of the trustees, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that work on the 
hospital building would begin early in 
the spring. 

“The work would have been begun soon- 
er,”’ gaid Mr. Galt, “but for two reasons. 
First, we wanted the fund to increase in 
order that when we did build, we would 
not encroach too much on the principal. 
After the hospital is erected, it must be 
adequately maintained. Then we did not 
want ‘to build until we had decided on the 
best plans. 

“T have spent no little time in visiting the 
best hospitals in the United States, and 
have given the matter much thought. 1 have 
inspected the hospitals of Baktimore, Phil- 
adelphia, Boston, New York, Chicago and 
many other cities. The Johns Hopkins Hos- 

ital in Baltimore impressed me the most. 
his is undoubtedly the best hospital in the 
country and neous. as the hospital stand- 
ard. The Barnes Hospital will be modeled on 
the same line, but will include the best 
features of the hospitals of the other cities. 
The building will be a handsome one, of 
brick and stone, and will be built on a plan 
that will permit of additions. We have three 
acres of ground at our disposal and have 
plenty of room in which to grow. 

“Three of the most necessary things in 
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was Comptroller during Mayor Noonan’s 
administration. Since the expiration of his 
term Gen. Stevenson has been auditor of 
the Laclede Gaslight Co. He leaves a 
widow, to whom he was married in 1845, a 
son, Judge John H. Stevenson of the Sec- 
ond District Police Court, and a daughter, 
Miss Virginia E. Stevenson, an instructor 
in Mary Institute. 

The funeral will be held from the family 
residence at 2 o’clock Sunday afternoon.

R. Hodges and Capt. Lloyd G,» Harris, all 
officers of the Legion of Honor, of which 
Gen, Stevenson was a member.
